$40,000 Mark 


Average Home Price Soars 


For the first time in the 
history 
of the 
M ultiple 
Listing Service of the Dallas 
B oard of 
R ealtors, 
the 
average sales price of a 
home topped $40,000 during 
August. 
S tatistical rep o rts just 
released by MLS show that 
566 transactions were closed 
during the month of August, 
with an average sales price 
of $40,284, an increase of 
almost 13 percent over the 
sam e month last year, and a 
jump of almost $2,000 over 
last m onth’s average home 
price. 
“The $40,000 mark was 
inevitably*” 
said 
MLS 
Chairman Paul VanHoose, 
“to anyone who saw what 
was happening early in the 
year to the housing m arket 


and 
to 
our 
economy 
in 
general. Inflation is leaving 
its mark in our business just 
as

that despite the rising costs, 
and the continuing decline of 
inventory of homes on the

rem ain 
strong. 


“ It’s not difficult to find 
buyers,’’ VanHoose added, 
“but that’s only the first 
step. The real challenge is 
lining up the buyer and seller 
with the right financing.’’ 
The Dallas MLS chairman 
added that the tight money 
market has added rrjuch 
mbre cost to the front end of 
home loan transactions, in 
addition to the higher in­ 
terest rates, through the use 


of “points" which lending 
institutions use. 
“ Many local institutions 
are requiring seven points, 
th at’s seven percent of the 


loan amount from the seller 
upon 
clo sin g ,” 
said 
VanHoose, “and a lot of 
people find that difficult to 
accept.”

ficiency by two physiologists 
at the State University of 
New York at Buffalo. 
Besides finding that man 
is much less efficient getting 
around in water than on 
land, Drs. David R 
Pen- 
d e rg a st 
and 
Donald 
W 
Rennie have also concluded 
that females are more ef­ 
ficient in w ater than males. 
The two scientists are per­ 
forming their studies in the 
world’s only 60-meter cir­ 
cu lar 
sw im m in g 
tank 
Swimmers are hooked up to 
various 
energy-measuring 
devices and as they swam 
aro u n d the donut-shaped 
pool an observation platform 
travels above them. 
“It 
is because we can 
remain in continual contact 
with the sw im m er,” says 
R ennie, “ that these e x ­ 
periments have been suc­ 
cessful in finding out about 
the amount of energy man 
expends while swimming.” 
Rennie likes to compare 
the swimming observations

per cent less energy while 
sw im m ing 
the

distance at the sam e velocity 
as males in their studies. 
Rennie 
and 
Pendergast 
say their experiments a re n ’t 
aimed at water safety a p ­ 
plications, 
but 
that 
some 
“ com m on 
sense 
r u le s " 
became apparent from the 


studies. 
The 
most 
important of 
these 
ru les, 
says 
P e n ­ 
dergast, is for swimmers to 
maintain a constant pace 
and not to hurry. 
“ In 
land 
term s, 
“walk, 
don’t run,’ should be the 
guideline,’’ says Dr. Rennie. 
“ You’re not going to get 
there quicker by hurrying. 
Chances are you’re not going 
to get there at all.’’ 


So far, the scientists have 
limited their studies to one 
swimming stroke, the over­ 
arm crawl. Now they are 
going to begin studies of 
other strokes, as well as 
underwater swimming. 
They also want to test 
some of this country’s best 
young sw im m ers to see how 
their efficiencies vary from 
the average person’s.
